The Shipherd Investigation. 
WaSHINGTON, April 18.—The Shipherd ex- 
amination was resumed, Representative Deus- 
ter conducting the investigation. Witness 
declined to state whether Peter Hebner pul- 
chased the Cocnet claim from Cochet’s heir, 
whetber 


or what was paid for it, or 
it was purchased from the legitimate 
heir. Shipherd was asked if Norvin Green, 


Wm. H. Vanderbilt, B. D. Morgan, Mr. Medil!

He said he had been acquainted with Whitelaw 
Reid a number of years.

The President's Message on the Mississippi. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The following isthe 
President’s message to Congress recommend- 
ing an appropriation of $2,020,000 for restoring 
the Mississippi River levees, instead of the 
$1,010,000 heretofore recommended for that 
purpose by the Mississipp! Commission: 

To the Senate and tlouse of Representatives: 
I transmit herewith a letter dated 29th ult., 
from the Secretary of War, enclosing alcopy of 
acommunication from the Mississippi River 
Commission, in which the Commission recom- 
mends an appropriation may be made of 
$] ,0:0,000 for closing the existing gaps inthe 
levees, in addition to a like 
estimate has already been submitted. 
subjectis one of such importance, I deem 
it rto recommend early and favorable 
consideration of the recommendations of the 
commission. Having possessionot and juris- 
diction over the river, Congress, with a view 
of improving its navigation and protecting the 


. peeps of the valley from the floods, 
aq for years caused surveys of 
the river to be made for the ; 
purpose of acoauiring knowledge of the laws 


that control it and ofits phenomena. By the 


act approved June, 1878, the Mississippi River | 


Commission was crea ,coOmposed of able en- 
gineers. Section4of the act provides that it 
shali be the duty of said commission to 
take into consideration and inature such a plan 
Or plans and estimates as will correct, perma- 
ng A locate and deepen the channe! and pro- 
tect the banks of the Mississippi River, im- 

rove and give safety and ease to the naviga- 
10n thereof, prevent destruction floods, pro- 
mote and facilitate commerce, trade and the 
postal service. The constitutionality = of 
the law making appropriations in aid of these 
objects cannot be questioned. While the re- 
portof the Commission submitted and the 
Plans proposed tor the river improvements 
seem justified us well on scientific principles 
as by experienced and onthe approval of tne 
people most interested, I cdesire to leave it 
to the judgment of Oongress to decide upon 
te best plan forthe permanent and complete 
improvement of the navigation of the river 
- and forthe protection of the valley. The im- 


mense loss and widespread sutfering 
of the people dwelling near the 
river induce me to urge on Congress 


the propriety of not only making an appropria- 
tion to close the zaps in the levees caused by 
the recent floods, as recommended by the com- 
mission, but that Congress should inaugurate 
mneasures for the permanent improventent of 
the navigution of the river and the security 


of the valley. Ic may be that sucen 
a system of improvement would, as it 
progressed, require an appropriation 


of twenty or thirty million dollars. Even such 
au expenditure, extending as it does over 
several years, cannot be regarded as extrava- 
ant, in view ot the many interests involved, 
he safe and convenient navigation of the 
Mississippi is a matter of concern to all sections 
of the country, buttothe Northwest, with its 
immense harvests needing transportation to 
‘Tne sea amd to the inhabitants of the river 
valley, whose lives and property depend upon 
the proper construction of saferuards which 
protect them from floods, it is of vitaj im- 
portance that a weil-matured and comprehen- 
sive plan for the improvement should be put 
into operation with usiittle delay as possible, 
The cotton product of the region subject to de- 
Vastating floods is asouree of wealth to the 
nation and of great unportance in keeping the 
balance of trade in our favor.

The fact that a vessel has just arrived from 
China, whose cargo is an entire fraud, has 
created a great sensation in commercial cir- 
cles. ‘he importers purchased hemp and 
paid its full price.

From the New York World. 

Gen. Walker has issued the first volume of 
the census of 1880. Our population is shown 
to be over fifty millions—the exact figures be- 
ing 50,155,783—an increase of 30.08 per cent 
since 1870. Of this number 43,402,970 are 
white, 6,580,793 colored, 66,407 civilized In- 
dians, 105,465 Chinese and 148 Japanese. 
Males number 25,518.820 and the females 24,- 
637.963; 438,475,840 are native and 6,679,943 
foreign born. The total area in equare miles 
of the States and Territories, not including 
Alaska’s 577,300, is 3.025,600, about 800 less 
than the census of 1870 stated. The total 
area of settiement embraces 1,569,570 square 
miles, against 1,272,239 in 1870, 1,196,754 in 
1860, 979,279 in 1850, 807,292 in 1840, 632,717 in 
1830, 608,717 In 1820, 407.945 in 1810, 305,708 in 
1800 and 209,935 in 1790. This goes to show 
that the country, while steadily growing in 
population, is at the same time extending in 
eettlement area, the people branching out 
from the cities, as is both right and proper.

There has seldom in modern times been a 
war more financiaily disastrous to a country 
than that into which the late Czar was driven 


with Turkey in 1876. In 1875 the financial 
plight of Russia appeared, forthe first time 


in vears, encouraging. There was even a 
| +] chtsurplus, instead of the usual deficit. In 
loiéthe deficits began again. Thatin 1877 
was 465,544,000 rubies. The Turkish war 


added to the national debt more than $800,- 
000,000. Since the war ended there has been 
a growth in expenditure far greater than the 
growth in revenue. This is attributed to 
the influence of the military party, which 
contrives to neutralize the economie efforts 
of the Minister of Finance. Such vaporings 
as those lately of Skobeleff do incaiculable 
damage by keeping alive this war spirit. 
Were Russia now to embark in a campaign 
her credit abroad would—unless, indeed, her 
successes should be unprecedentedly rapid 
and decided—pe gone. Asit is, she has of 
late been compelled to do her borrowing at 
home because she must pay so high a price 
abroad. There would be a frightful fall in 
her securities were she to 20 to war to-mor- 
row, and, in view of her financial condition 
and internal troubles, it seems inexplicabie 
folly on the part of Russians to think of such 
astep.

An hour after, or just as soon as a short 
telegram could reach the remarkable Chief 
Magistrate of this State and the same could 
run from the Executive Mansion to the Capi- 
to], he issues a full pardon. He really knows 
nothing officially. Still he issues an uncon- 
ditional pardon and sends itin hot haste by 
special messenger on the nexttrain. Wasthere 
ever greater promptness and dispatch? Was 
there ever a plainer lack of alt dignitv? Was 
there ever a clearer prostitution of the law 
for the protection and reward of assassins? 

Never in the history of this State have the 
proverbially slow wheels of justice moved 
with -one thousandth part the rapidity 
to vindicate the majesty of the law and 
punish criminals with which they were 
whirled around yesterday to pardon two 
assassins and Jet them loose upon a commun- 
ity in which, alas, both law and life are al- 
ready heid in little respect. 

That JESSE JAMES is dead is a matter of 
absolute rejoicing. That he was killed by 
base treachery is a matter of comparative in- 
difference. That he was even killed by an- 
other murderer isa matter of no great con- 
cern. -But that he was assassinated by order 
of the Governor; that his murderer was hired 
byour Chief Magistrate; that the assassin- 
ation was a regular business contract bet- 
ween the Governor and these paid assassins— 
that the Governo:>, notonly by words, but 
deeds, should openiy confess, nay, glory in 
this deed—this is the question upon which 
the Post-DISPATCH took the stand 
which the events of yesterday have 
so completely,justified—a question which sen- 
sible people may well consider.

THE SUNDAY LAWS. 


How the Police Commissioners 
Received the Ladies. 


socididaecsineieiteihinails 
Some Curious Replies by the Mayor— 
Meeting of the Women’s Sabbath 
Association. 


The Ladies’ Sabbath Association met yes- 
terday afternoon at 4:30, at No. 2712 Locust 
Street. The proceedings opened with a 
Scripture lesson, singing and prayer. Since 
the last public meeting the secretary bad 
consulted, according to the instructions of 
the society, an eminent lawyer, who had de- 
livered the opinion: that it undoubtedly was 
the duty of the Police Commissioners to en- 
force the Sunday law as well as all other 
State laws, and thatthe Governor could be 
requested to jand had the power to remove 
them for non-performance of dutyin this 
case. 

A special committee having been appointed 
ata previous meeting to appear once more 


before the board and request them to close 
theaters and saloons upon the Sabbath, a re- 
port was called for from that body. 

Mrs. Yogt, who was chairman of the com- 
mittee,made the following report: 

Your committee appeared before the Police 
Commissioners and began by saying: 

Gentlemen: Wehavecome to ask you to 
consider some unfinished business to-day, re- 
lating to the enforcement of the Sunday law. 
We come to you— 

1. Because theaters and saloons are permit- 
ted to be open on the seventh day of the 
week in direct violation of section 1078 and 
section 5456 0f the Revised Statutes, in which 
those offences are specified and penalties 
named for such violation. 

2. We come to you because section 5 of 
the act of the Assembly creating the Board 
of Police Commissioners says: The duties 
of the board hereby created shall be as fol- 
lows: ‘They shall at all times of the day or 
night, within the boundaries of the city of St. 
Louis, prevent crime, arrest offenders* * * 
and see that ali laws relating to Sabbath ob- 
servance are enforced.’ 

3. We come to you because in accepting 
the positions you occupy you took a solemn 
oath to faithfully and fearlessly discharge the 
duties devolving upon you; and lastiy, we 
come because the good of the community re- 
quires that those laws be enforced. 

The following dialogue then occurred: 
Mr. Simmons—I have consulted’ some of 
the beat legal talent in the city at my own per- 
soral expense, and they tell me we can not 
legally enforce the law you refer to. 

Sabbath Committee—How then do you 
construe section 5 of the act of the Assem- 
bly to which we have called your attention? 

Mr. Simmons—lI don’t construe it at all. I 
let my lawyer construe it for me, 

Sabbath Committee—We too have con- 
suited eminent Jegal talent,and they construe 
it to mean thatitis the duty of the Police 
Board to enforce the Sunday laws. 

Mr. Simmons—Well, we propose to abide 
by the decision of our advisers. 

Mayor Ewing—Itf we attempt to enforce an 
illegal law we lay ourselves liable to heavy 
damazes, 

Sabbath Committee—Gentiemen, don’t you 
know that no jury could be found that would 
assess heavy damages againt you for doing 
your duty? In the Rainwater case we are in- 
formed that a verdict of one cent damages 
was rendered. 

Mayor Ewing—You are mistaken. This 
board compromised that suit by making large 
concessions to the parties. Our City Coun- 
selor tells us the law cannot be enforcec. If 
those who say it can be will give a bond 
securing our bondsmen from damages, we 
will have it tried. Let your lawyer who says 
it can be done make the attempt. Any citizen 
can bring it to the attention of tae grand jury. 

Sabbath Committe—Indeed! We inferred 
that it was the duty ofthe Chief, acting under 
this Board, to call it to the attention of the 
grand jury. Rule9 of your Manual says: 
**He shall see that all ordinances of the city 
and laws ofthe State are enforced by the force 
under his command, and all offenders re- 
ported to the proper tribunal for trial.’’ 

Mr. Maxon (very red and angry-looking)— 
Well, instead of running around and calling 
the attention of cflicials to their duty, why 
don’t some of you test this matter yourselves 
and see if you can make acase? Let some of 
them who think it can be done attempt it. 

Sabbath Committee—Mr. Maxon, we don’t 
know that we propose to transact your busi- 
ness for you; we deem that to be the duty of 
this board. 

Mr. Maxon—But our lawyer says it is not 
our business. 

Mayor Ewing—Ladies, bave you anything 
further to call our attention to? 

Sabbath Committee—Nothing further, ex- 
eept to read the penalty incurred 
by officials who fail to do their duty. 
Section 1488, Missouri Statutes, reads as 
follows- ‘*Everv officer holding any appoint- 
ment whoshall be convicted of neglect to 
perform any duty imposed upon him by law 
shall be pusished »y a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
not exceeding one§vear in jail,or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.” 

Mayor Ewing—Well, that’s a pretty big 
flac; but the going to Jail don’t svare us, as 
that is nnder my control. 

Messrs. Cupples and Kinkead were pres- 
ent, but maintained a sphinx-like silence. 

The report was accepted and a voteof 


thanks tendered the committee. 

Revs. Mott and Hickey appeared before the 
association and invited its co-operation with 
the International Sabbath Association. 

Committees were appointed looking to that 
end, and the meeting adjourned subject to 
call.

A DRAMATIC DEATH. 


Henry Engelking Kisses His W. 
and Bids Her Good-By, 


Kisses Him and Says Farewell. 


Followed by the Latter anda Frieng 
He Walks to a Cemetery,

And Standing on the Graves of His Six 
Children He Pats a Bullet 
Through His Head. 


Henry Engelking, a cigar-dealer, com. 
mitted suicide undertbe most melancholy cir. 


cumstances. He lived at the corner of 
Geyer and Second Carondelet avenues, 
where he had A branch store, 


His manufacturing establishment was located 
at the corner of McNair avenue and the tra. 
vois road. Engelking was a headstrong man, 
and occasfonaliy given to drink. He had 
buried six children s¢ 5t. Mark's Cemetery, 
near the Gravois road. The loss of aig 
offapring seemed to prey upon his mind, 
and he often referred to his private burrying 
ground, his brother being interred alongside hig 
children at the cemetery. Engelking was un. 
fortunate in bis business. He dealt largely 
with saloon-keepers who owed him consider. 
able sumsofmoney which hecould not real. 
ize. He often started out On a collecting 
tours, and usually returned from them under 
the infinence of whisky. Yesterday he made 
an attempt to collect what was owing te him, 
He came down town, Visited several saloons, 
and got back home about 9 o’clock. 
HE BID HIS WIFE GOOD PY, 

and started out saying that be was going to his 
children. 

He visited his store on Second Carondelet ave. 
nue, bid good-bye to Henry Frenz, his brother. 
in-law, who wasaclerk there, ran ovutof the 
store with bis pistol ip bis hand, and turned 
his steps towards St. Mark's 
Cemetery. Frenz and u butcher 
named Henry Claus followed as he 
walked out the Gravois road on the way to the 
cemetery. They attempted to stop him, bat 
on everv occasion he showed the pistol and de. 
clared that he would kill them if they followed 
him too closely. 

Arriving at the cemetery, which is seven 
miles from the Court-house, on the Gravois 
road, nearthe River DbesgPeres. Engelking 
began to climb the fence. His brother-in-law 
and Claus tried to interfere, but he 
warned them back with the pistol, 
They plainiv saw the shining barre] and kept 
at a respectful distance. A minute after 

A SHOT WAS HEARD, 
and Frenz shouted for help. The sexton 
brought a light and Engelking was found !ving 
dead across the grave of his brother. 
The pistol lay at his feet. fle had stood up on 
the grave of the eldest of his six children who 
were buried at the spot, put the pistol to his 
right temple and sent a ball crashing into his 


brain. he weapon was a smail nickel- 
plated one, of the **Hard-pan” 
pattern, which he had bowght yesterday.

dren, was probabiy thecause. f#lis es 
say that saloon-keepers, with whom 
ne did most of his trade, 


bilked him continually, and that they owed 
him large sumsof money which he could ne 
coliect. Deceased leaves a wife in delicate 
health and four children, the eldest a gir) ten 
years of age, and the youngest a boy baby just 
nine days old. 
His wife is almost prostrated with grief, and 
the suicide may likely be the cause oft ber 
death. The dead man was well known and 
respected in his neighborhood, where he had 
lived many years. 

MRS. ENGELKING 
was seen at the family residence, Geyer and 
Carondelet avenues, this morning. She was 
weak trom sickness and scarcely able to walk. 
la her story while she wept copionsly. 
The suicide’s mother, an old lady,and his four 
children sat and listened. 
Mrs. Engelking said: *‘My husband could

He usually drank some when he went outto 
collect these bills. One man who owed him 
$300 gave his notes, and these came back from 
the bank unpaid and gave him much trouble.

The poor wife burat into a flood of tears, 
whiie Engelking’s rother explained that her 
daughter-in-law was very feeble and that she 
kept berin from tollowing her son becaust 
she thought he would never kill himself.

A lively tilt was expected in the Criminal 
Court this morning between Circuit Attorney 
Harris and the gamblers. The sporting {ra- 
ternity repaired to the Four Courtsin groups 
like Spaniards to a bull-fight. When yvudge 
Laughlin opened court this morning the room 
was full of them and a hot, wordy war was ex- 
pected. The docket was called, and when the 
three pages of gambling cases were 
reached Judge Laughlin took up his pencil and 
ordered the Sheriff to discharge the witnesses 
until next term. ‘‘The gambliug cases,’’ said 
the Judye, ‘‘will be laid over until next term, 
pending the decision on the plea of jaris- 
diction.’’ This was feared, but not by any 
means expected. lt was hoped that the trials 
would begin at the latter end of this week or 
the beginning of next and the voice of the 
people on the gambling ques'ion would 
be heard from the jury box. The _ police, 
who have positively retused to raid, hoped to 
see gambling stopped wheua the first sport was 
given a tree pass over the Missouri Pacific for 
Jefferson City. The realization of these fond 
hopes bas now been postponed by Judge Laugh- 
lin, pending the decision of the cOnstitutional- 
ity of the law. The long time already con 
sumed in this matter, and the promise of a 
larger time transpiring before the decision is 
given, does not meet with the approval of the 
attormeys. 

In the important milling suits a point was 
raised afew months ago affecting the milling 
interests of the country aad decided in three 
days after argument. Inthe express cases in 
the U. S. Court in this city only a short time 
ago the points were decided by Justice Miller 
in aliketime. The delay in deciding the gam- 
biing matters has extended Over an exasperat- 
ing month.

On last Saturday afternoon the Board of 
Equalization adjourned sine die. For four 
weeks they have, according to law, met 
every day in the Assessor’s office and con- 


sidered whatever appeals came . before 
them. It has not been forgotten 
by the public that there was 


a large increase in the assessment this year. 
Most every property-owner, both great and 
small, experienced a little raise, and found 
himself somewhat richer in valuation. Of 
course the public generally have been greatly 
interested in this assessment. Twenty-five 
millions increase in one year is a large 
sum, and when the totals were published in 
the papers there was a large assemblage gath- 
ered in the As:essor’s office. Everybody who 
owned property came to see how he was as- 
assed. Asa matter of course, there was con- 
siderable kicking—in fact,a great deal of loud 
taiking and in some cases loud complaint. Is 
there no remedy? was a guestion frequently 
asked. ‘“‘OCertainly,” answered the accommo- 
dating clerks. “‘you can go before the Board 
of Equaljization.”? No sooner saidjthan done, 
happened toa great many. But there were 
hundreds of others whothought before acting. 
In making out an appeal it is necessary to 
give good reasons for reduction, or the Board 
of Equalization mav barely consider it. 


[t is necessary to take an oath that the prop- 
erty. is assessed for more thau it cou'd 


be sold for. This stumped any number 
of people.: Their property was as- 
sessed high, but it was doubtful 


whether it was assessed for more than for 
What it could be sold, and thus the fact was 
developed that the assessment, instead of 
being outrageously high, was in reality close 
on to being correct. Property in various 


sections of the city has been 
assessed too low for a number of 
years. It had been brought up to the 


right figures, and when the owners discov- 
eredthe high valuations they, of course, 
opened their eyes; but there were nota

great Many who thought it worth their while 
to appeal. Naturally there were a number of 
cases where the assessments were out of the 
way. There were erroneous assessments and 
there were overvaiuations. But this 
is the case every year. The office does not 
profess to be infallible. If it were eo there 
would be no necessity for a Board of Equali- 
zation. But the main assessment, the large 
increase, Was not out of the way. The assess- 
ment Only kept pace with the high figures at 
which property bas lately been selling.
